CHECK YOUR QSL CARDS 
The Post Office Department has announced that after 
July 15th, envelopes and cards measuring less than 3 1/2” 
high or 5” long will be returned to the sender if they turn 
up in the mails. In addition, post cards (QSLs) must be 
this size or larger and at least .007” thick — regulation post- 
cards sold at the Post Office are a bit thicker - .009”. Under- 
sized or too thin items jam the cancellation machinery which 
might result in damage to other pices of mail. 
On the other end of the scale, oversize pices 
more than 6 1/8 X 11 1/2” will be subject to a 
surcharge of seven cents per piece. 


It would be a good idea to check your present | 


QSL card against these dimensions and if they don’t 
come up to “snuff” mail them in an envelope — the 
proper size. (DBARA GROUND WAVE.)

NEW YEARS LINK UP 

FOR THE first time in the history of Miami Repeaters there was 
a three-way telephone link-up. 

On New Year’s day around 1 p.m. the Cincinnati, Ohio repeater 
WA8MQQ/R called into the South Florida FM Assn. WB4MCK (16- 
76) repeater successfully. Many exchanges were made between 
Cincy and Miami amateurs with perfect signals on both ends. The 
Cincy group had also arranged a third link-up to Los Angeles 
WB6BJM repeater. About 1:15 p.m. a telephone switch-board 
amateur in Cincinnati made the third telephone repeater link-up 
complete. The Cincy-LA audio levels were low so the complete link- 
up was dropped and redialed resulting in better audio levels. This 
meant, amateurs in LA could talk to the Cincy and Miami repeaters 
and likewise Miami could talk over the Cincy and LA repeaters. A 
short QSO between W6AQC and WB4MCK resulted. W6AQC 
LA/NCS lined up a couple amateurs on his end to talk to amateurs 
in Cincy and Miami when some unknown person(s) in Miami dialed 
off the Miami phone patch off. It was quickly brought back up, but 
by this time the phone connection was broken and Miami was cut 
off between the two other cities. 

The L.A. repeater group had made arrangements with a 
Washington, D.C_ repeater for a fourth telephone link-up but due to 
low audio levels it was not attempted. If it had been completed it 
would have been a first, Iam sure. The Cincinnati group said they 
would like to try it again sometime. 

It is recommended there be some way to over-ride the dial-off of 
the patch to prevent unknown person(s) from distroying such an 
exercise. There will always be sick minds among us, so let’s cope 
with them accordingly. AC

AMSAT PHASE III 
By Walt Dixon, WADWN, AMSAT Rep. 

For the first few years, the apogee (highest point in the orbit) of 
Amsat Phase III will occur at northern latitudes ranging from 26 to 
57 degrees North Latitude. The full communications range at 
apogee will cover a circle with a diameter of 11,150 miles. This 
means that it will be possible for any Ham within that circle to 
communicate with Hams in every country of the world. Due to the 
“shadow effect” caused by the Earth the extreme southern regions 
would not be in “‘sight”’ of the satellite at this point. These regions 
would be available at the beginning and end of a pass. 

It is quite interesting to know that there will be a changing 
apogee point due to the effect of the Equatorial bulge of the Earth. 
After initial launch and firing of the ‘‘kick’”’ motor the apoee will be 
around 26 degrees North Latitude. In a year or so, due to the in- 
fluence of the Earth, the apogee will move to 57 degrees North 
Latitude. It doesn’t stop here! In a year or two it will start moving 
southward! The apogee will cross the Equator and gradually make 
its way to 57 degrees South Latitude. It doesn’t stop here either! It 
slowly turns and starts back Northward. This precession of the 
orbit continues during the lifetime of the satellite. It is an unique 
feature of ellipical Earth orbits. 

Because the changes in apogee location are very small over-a 
period of time corrections in orbital data will not be complicated. 
Information needed to contact the satellite would include, direc- 
tion, altitude and time of orbit. Minimum tracking would be | 
required.

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I need your advice in this matter. Should Southern 
Florida Section accept this offer? ? I want to do what is 
right for the Amateur Radio, especially ARRL Members, 
in Southern Florida Section, and still carry out our respon- 
sibility to ARRL NTS, as best we can. I can see potent- 
ial problems. 

- Reference certification. KFMTN can be certified as a 
Section-Level NTS net it it acts as one. It cannot be a 
Local Net. Its area of coverage is too great. It cannot be 
a Region Net Net. Its area is not big enough and the Reg- 
ion Net is already going. FMTN could be a Combined- 
Section-Level net covering all Florida, with approval of both 
SCMs, Northern & Southern Florida Sections. Such a Sec- 
tion-Level NTS net would have to be responsive to manage- 
ment decisions of both SCMs. It can’t be an ARRL NTS 
net without being responsive to ARRL Management. It 
would have to be found by ARRL message format, proced- 
ures, NTS routing and coverage of its designated Section(s). 
It should not encourge regular participation by stations 
outside its designated coverage area. It would have to pro- 
vide liaison to appropriate Region Net(s). 

Reference operation />days per week. NTS operates 
7 days per week. For a Section-Level net to operate less 
is considered unsatisfactory. 

Reference choosing own Manager. Ideally, the Mana- 
ger should be appointed by the SCM after net membership 
and Section Leadership Officials have screened all best-qual- 
ified persons and made their recommendations. I cannot 
conceive of a Section-Level NTS net Manager not being a 
Net Manager with a certificate to that effect issued by the 
SCM. Such an appointment and certificate makes the Net 
Manager a Leadership Official - an important member of 
the staff of the SCM to help with management of the aff- 
airs of the Section. Regardless of how the net Manager is 
selected, it should be obvious that it should be a person 
approved by the SCM. 

Reference Section Leadership designating liaison stations. 
Of course this is Section Leadership’s responsibility. It is 


normally done by delegating this responsibility to certain 
Section Leadership Officials, ie. Net managers. For DNTS, 
this heavy responsibility now falls on the AFPN Net Mgr. I 
beleive FMTN intends to accept this responsibility if we we- 
re to accept their 4-point proposal and disband AFPN, but 
this point is not clear. Indeed it is not clear whether the 
FMTN Manager would accept the ARRL Net Manager appo- 
intment. He resigned Leadership Official appointments 
(PAM and Ass’t, SCM) when FMTN decided not to be our 
Combined Section Level net for support of DNTS. His 
loyalty lies with FMTN its self and not with organized traf- 
fic handling the ARRL NTS way.. Between these two, 
there can be no doubt where my loyalty lies. 

Aside from appeasing FMTN, I am concerned about the 
feelings of loyal members of AFPN who have worked so hard 
to make it go and are doing the job in a quite commendable 
mannor. How are they going to feel now if we do an about 
face and disband the net? ? 

Then there is the Southern Florida Emergency Plan, ba- 
sed on AFPN and 7272 kHz because FMTN would not be re- 
sponsive to the SEC’s requirements. 

I am not sure that FMTN and its Leadership is really 
ready to become a full member of the ARRL team, or re- 
alize its implications. They want to be NTS, but not ARRL. 
NTS is ARRL — They are inseparable. 

As for myself, I would find it quite distasteful to have 
to work with members of the management staff of FMTN 
who have spread so many lies, insults and inuendos about me 
personally during the last year. However, if it must be done, 
I can put aside personal feelings for the good of the cause. 
Me and my personal feelings are of little consequence, but 
the decisions we make and the actions we take in this mat- 
ter will likely have far-reaching and long-lasting consequences. 

So please help. Let me know your feelings and lets do 
the wright thing. Sincerely,

Balanced Modulator — NOFARS 

It has been said that your station is no better than the an- 
tenna . . . and most experts will agree. The antenna is the device 
which converts electron movements into radio waves and its ef- 
ficiency determines how effective your station will be. The type of 
antenna which you choose should be related to your activity. If you 
are a DXer or a contester, then you may want the additional ex- 
pense of monoband beams on 20, 15 and 10 meters. A general 
statement is tht no trap beam will do as good as a monobander 
(with the same number of elements, of course). Whenever traps 
are used to make the antenna operable on several bands, you pay 
the price in the form of reduced efficiency because of less radiation 
surface. To summarize, the first choice of most serious operators is 
amonoband beam .. . one for each band of operation. 

Speaking in more practical terms, the better “trap” beam will 
come close to the performance of monobanders with the additional 
advantage of covering usually three bands (10, 15 and 20 meters). 
We’re talking about big trap beams-such a the Classic 36 or 
TH6DXX which are much larger than the TA-33 or TH-3 small 
beams you may have seen. These large beams sell for around $300 
new but are very well constructed. So a large trap beam would be 
second choice. 

Then of course, you have the small trap beams such as the ATB- 
34, TH-3, etc., which are scaled down but are nevertheless direc- 
tional. These can be turned with light duty rotors and are cheaper 
as well ($200 price range). For many operators, these are good 
compromises and along with a reasonable amount of power will 
give you good service. These are in the third category. 

For those unable to employ a beam, a good half-wave dipole is 
probably the next choice. Some are even made of tubing so that you 
can rotate them. Dipoles are easily constructed and have some 
directionality (although in two directions) and if put up high can do 
a good job. 

If you live near a good ground, you might consider a vertical 
instead. The vertical has less gain but is non-directional.

NIX ON NOAA WEATHER BROADCASTS — 


NOAA weather broadcasts may not be picked up fr- 
om VHF stations and rebroadcast over local or even an_ in- 
dividual Amateur station, despite some lingering confusion 
over this point of law. FCC rules — 97.61(c) ~ specifically 
prohibit the retransmission of any broadcast picked up out- 
side the allocated Amateur sub-bands. Such weather broad- 
casts may be rebroadcast during times specified as weather 
emergencies by NOAA, however, and of course the periodic 
testing of emergency systems is not prohibited. Thanks to 
LIMARC.

NEW SATELLITE COMMS SYSTEM FOR PEACETIME DISAS- 
ters ANNOUNCED 


A program creating an Emergency Satellite Communications 
System (ESCS) to provide speedy communications in major dis- 
asters was announced today by Bardyl R. Tirana, Director of the 
mie Civil Preparedness Agency. Propesals are now being req- 
uested. ¥ 

The new system would apply modern satellite technology to 
solving problems arising from destruction or lack of conventional 
communications after a disaster occurs. Without restoration of © 
communications, disaster relief forces cannot effectively be alert- 
ed or directed into action. The new system, however, will provide 
communications very quickly, saving lives and property that 
would otherwise be jeopardized. 

Transportable ground stations with voice, data, and even tele- 
vision capability could be flown or trucked into a disaster area 
and be operational within two hours, making contact through the 
satellite repeater station. In present disasters, communications to 
affected areas often cut off for 24 to 48 hours or more. (Ed note: 
Notice they did not mention ‘‘amateur radio communications.”’) 

The ESCS system will consist of: 

1. A communications repeater, or transponder, in a satellite 
positioned 22,300 miles high so it can make direct contact with 
the continental United States, Alaska, Hawaii, Puerto Rico and 


the Virgin — | 

2. A Network Operations Control Center for the system in 
the Washington, D.C. Area. 

3. Sixty-two leased fixed ground terminals with multiple voice, 
data, and television capability. One would go to the capital of 
each State. Puerto Rico, the Virgin Islands, and the 10 Federal 
regional offices. Fifty-two strategically placed transportable 
ground terminals would also be provided, one to each State, P.R. 
and the Virgin islands. 

4. Sixty-two leased portagle earth stations with single channel 
voice or data capability. These would go to the same place as the 
fixed ground terminals, but could easily be taken into disaster 
areas and set up quickly. 

Tirana noted that, while this pioneering effort by DCPA makes | 
a first in the use of satellite communications for disaster miti- 
gation, the satellite communications technology is already well 
established. With development cost already paid for, it means the 
system can be set up at modest cost, estimated about 4 million 
dollars a year for the first five years. 

The ESCS system is expected to go into service sometime in 
1980-81 under control of the Federal Emergency Management Ag- 
ency. FEMA will become operational early in 1979,
